In the meantime both or- 
ganizations will continue with Mr. Hall 
in charge.

LIKE LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM 





Many Evince Interest in Auditor 
Darst’s Campaign for Better Laws 
In West Virginia 





Auditor J. S. Darst of West Vir- 
ginia has been actively campaigning 
through his bulletin, the press and 
otherwise for much needed amend- 
ments and changes to the insurance 
laws of the state. He has aroused 
much interest in the various proposi- 
tions thus far put forward and sug- 
gestions are coming from all direc- 
tions. Other new laws that he is 
further seeking include supervision of 
companies after they withdraw from 
the state, supervision over the reduc- 
tion of capital stock and declaration 
of dividends to a manga ge greed of 
stockholders interfering with the sound- 
ness of indemnity, a measure to put 
interinsurance institutions under state 
supervision and a law compelling those 
who purchase insurance in unadmitted 
companies to pay the usual state tax 
on premiums. 

Supervision After Withdrawal 

His latest communication to the pub- 
lic on the subject follows: 

Under our present law the appointment 
of the auditor as attorney to accept serv- 
ice of process becomes automatically null 
and void, when a foreign company sur- 
renders its state license, so that our 
citizens can no longer bring suit in the 
West Virginia courts in contracts made 
wi the company while licensed. We 
believe that the situation should be rem- 
edied. State licenses and state supervi- 
sion are of little value if they apply only 
while the contract is bei made, and 


may be made noneffective before the time 
of performance. We believe that a com- 


any legal or other advantages by 

drawing from the state; that so long as 
it retains West Virginia business on its 
books the right of the state to supervise 
the company, and the rights of its policy- 
holders, should remain unimpaired. Such 
a law is necessary for the protection of 
those who deal with licensed companies. 


Regulation of Dividends 
We believe that the wer of a com- 


any to perform its obligations should | 


guarded with the greatest care. This 
power Cope ds estactpaly, on capital stock 
and surplus, and it should not be possible 
under the law for a company falling into 
the hands of an unscrupulous manage- 
ment to have this wer destroyed or 
weakened beyond e Mmits. For these 
reasons we are suggesting a, provision 
that will require a company to submit to 
the approv of the insurance commis- 
sioner any proposed -reduction in capital 
stock, or declaration of dividends from 
an inadequate surplus. 

To Authorize Interinsurance 

We are submitting to the legislature 
a bill for the regulation and supervision 
of reciprocal or interinsurance exchanges. 
This law permits under certain restric- 
tions and regulations the exchange of con- 
tracts of indemnity by individuals. The 
exchange is operated by a mai er or at- 
torney who receives 25 percent of the pre- 
miums for expenses, the remainder being 
available for payment of losses or re- 
turn to members. These organizations 
have been operating in the middle and 
western states for several years and in 
this state without a license. The object 
of the bill is to permit them to come in 
through the front door instead of the 
back, if they so desire, and to give our 
citizens who desire to deal with them the 
advantage derived from dealing with a 
licensed company. 

To Tax Policyholders 

A large amount of fire insurance pre- 
miums in West Virginia are placed with 
unauthorized companies. It is certainly 
no more than just that those who place 
their insurance with companies which do 
not pay tax should bear their share of 
the expenses of the state. To accom- 
plish this result a bill will be introduced 
requiring those insuring in unauthorized 
companies to pay into the state treasury 
the same percentage of taxes as the state 
receives on premiums paid to authorized 
companies,

work for better methods of fire preven- 
tion; a big impetus toward the passage 
of a fire marshal bill for the state; a 
plan to organize a women’s auxiliary 
of the Kansas State Fire Prevention 
Association—these are among the ac- 
complishments of the great Fire Pre- 
vention and Conservation Congress at 
Topeka last week. 
Much Interest Is Shown 

A widespread interest that surprised 
even the most sanguine of the promoters, 
and oe Ys geen wey greater than were 
dreamed of, marked the meeting. Many 
of the men whom the association most 
desired to reach, were there, and not 
only were they there but they had paid 
their good money for transportation 
and expenses for a definite purpose— 
to learn something of the work of 
the association, and to learn about fire 
prevention. At least the meeting was 
a step toward a better understanding 
between the public, city officers and 
the members of the association, and 
served its purpose in spreading far and 
wide some of the doctrines of fire pre- 
vention. 

State Officials Interested 

The Kansas State Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation, since its organization less than 
two years ago, has had many meetings 
and done excellent work, but nothing it 
has undertaken so far has been as satis- 
factory in results attained as the fire pre- 
vention congress. 

The remarks of Governor Hodges and 
Senator Carney were epemels pleasing, 
for there was no mistaking their personal 
and official interest in the cause and it 
was clear that they had given the subject 
much thought and research. 

Referring to the fire marshal bill which 
is now before the house, Speaker Brown 
declared he was heartily in favor of it as 
he was in favor of any movement look- 
ing to the better protection of life and 
property in the state from destruction by 
fire. He assured the members of the as- 
sociation that the legislature would look 
with interest and fair mindedness upon 
any fire prevention measure that might be 
presented to them. 

Doyle on Fire Marshal Law 

The proposed fire marshal law and the 
bearing it would have upon the lessenin: 
of the fire waste, as well as the loss o 
life by fire, was fully discussed by C. J. 
Doyle, associate counsel of the National 
Board. His remarks were almost entirely 
confined to this subject, the only excep- 
tions being occasional short excursions 
into the general topic of fire prevention. 
One of the strong points presented was 
his plea for the Py placing of the ex- 
pense charge. e stated that while the 

hsurance interests were willing to accept 
the financial burden of the fire marshal 
act, if it were a condition precedent to 
its p e, still at the same time, it was 
manifestly unfair to tax any one busi- 
hess with the entire expense of a meas-

EKERN TOOK AN APPEAL 


GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT 





Wisconsin Insurance Commissionership 
Still Being Fought Over Between 


McGovern and LaFollette 
Forces 





Madison, Wis., Feb. 10—(Special)— 
Herman L. Ekern emerged Saturday 
from one week’s fighting against Gov- 
ernor McGovern with victory at least 
temporarily gained, and still remain- 
ing in possession of the office of insur- 
ance commissioner. The week was 
crowded with stirring incidents, the 
breach between the McGovern and La 
Follette men was greatly widened, and 
the outcome is still uncertain. 
McGovern Refuses to Appear 


For two days last week the state 
senate sat as a committee of the whole 
while the removal order against Mr. 
Ekern and the appointment of Actuary 
Lewis A. Anderson to succeed him 
were given an exhaustive investigation. 
Most of the interested parties to both 
these transactions were placed on the 
stand, and were examined by Mr. 
Ekern’s attorneys, John A. Aylward 
and Michael B. Olbrich, and by various 
senators. Governor McGovern, in an 
executive communication, refused to 
recognize the right of the senate to 
demand his presence, asserting that the 
legislative body has no power to ques- 
tion the discretionary acts of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government. 
Witnesses that were Heard 


The senate heard the following wit- 
nesses: Misses Mary Sims and Ingrid 
Johnson, executive stenographers; Arthur 
t. Belitz, a state employe who helped 
draft the form of the removal order for 
the governor; Herman L. Bkern, the “de- 
posed” commissioner; Lewis A. Anderson, 
the governor's choice as Mr. Ekern’s suc- 
cessor; Harry C. Wilbur, Governor Mec- 
Govern'’s executive clerk; and Nils P. 
Haugen, chairman of the state tax com- 
mission, who advised the governor to 
name Mr. Anderson and the latter to ac- 
cept. 

The Ekern side was overwhelmingly 
preponderant in the senate, and shortly 
before midnight Thursday voted that the 
charges brought by Mr. Wilbur, the execu- 
tive clerk, to the effect that Mr. Ekern 
had been politically active in violation of 
the law under which he was appointed, 
were not sustained. This vote was 22 to 
6. Immediately thereafter it refused to 
confirm Anderson's appointment as com- 
missioner by a vote of 22 to 4. Less than 
an hour later, Governor McGovern an- 
nounced he would again submit Mr, An- 
derson's name. This process may be re- 
peated every twenty days until the legis- 
lature adjourns, when the recess appoint- 
ment will become es provided the 
supreme court holds against Mr. Hkern's 
title to the office. 


Decision from the Court

The decision further indicated that 
Mr. Ekern may be left in possession of 
the office until the title thereto can be 
tried by quo warranto proceedings. 
Appeal to Supreme Court 

At a late hour Saturday Mr. Ekern ap- 
pealed to the supreme court from Judge 
Stevens’ decision, after the court had 
granted an extension of the restrainin 
order against Governor McGovern until 
Feb. 18. On that date the case will reach

Qutside Agent and Lessee of Blymyer 
goes Bring Cases Against 
embers of Club 


In the suits attacking the legality of 
the Fire Underwriters Club of Cincin- 
nati, Daniel W. Sayre, a nonmember 
agent, asks damages of $20,000 and 

rs. Minnie Foster, lessee of the 
Blymyer building, seeks to recover 
$21,356. The damages are sought from 
the members of the club and George 
W. Cleveland, head of the Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau. The cases are brought 
on véry much the same grounds as are 
the pending cases against the Cleve- 
land club and its members. The at- 
torneys for the plaintiffs have stated 
that they are willing to turn over all 
of their evidence to the prosecuting at- 
torney. of Hamilton county for refer- 
ence to the grand jury. 

Sayre recites in his complaint that he 
has been a local agent for many years 
and that prior to the opposition of the 
club he had a business that netted him 
$3,000 a year. He alleges that this amount 
has been reduced to $1,000. He asserts 
that enforcement of a nonintercourse rule 
in the club deprived him of much profit 
and that through the activity of the club 
he lost the agency of the British Under- 
writers, which was worth $1,500 to him 
annually. Sayre declares that 90 percent 
of the companies doing business in Cin- 
cinnati are represented by club members 
and that they do 98 percent of the busi- 
ness. He charges that the club has en- 
tered into an unlawful agreement, where- 
by Mr. Cleveland makes all rates and 
all members agree to abide by them, fix- 
ing the ae of insurance to the public. 

rhe other plaintiff, Mrs. Minnie Foster,

alleges that under the terms of her lease 
she must keep the Blymer building in- 
sured for $60,000 and to be fully pro- 
tected must carry $76,500. Formerly the 
rate was $5 and $7 and she charges that 
Cleveland unlawfully and arbitrarily ad- 
vanced this to $32 after improvements 
had been made. By coinsurance the rate 
was reduced to $24, but she secured a 
contract with an agent to place the line 
at $12.

678. The action of the defendants, she 
alleges, injured the rental value $10,000 
and she places her total damage of $10,- 
678, but asks for double that amount 
unter, the Valentine act.

Cleveland Agents Give Bond 


C. H. Laurenson, general agent of 
the National Surety Company, furn- 
ished the bonds for the fourteen fire 
insurance men at Cleveland, against 
whom indictments were found last 
week. The agents have employed sev- 
eral firms of the best legal talent in the 
state to handle their cases. The cases 
were called Monday, but were post- 
poned for several weeks. 


The indictments seem to be based upon 
the charge of violating the law by being 
members of an organization operated in 
restraint of trade. There is in force in 

hio an antirebate law which indicates 
that the legislature believed that agents 
should not take advantage of each other 
by secretly giving their clients a portion 
of their commissions. This is the next 
thing to legislating against rate cutting. 

It is said that the Cleveland Press, in 
order to carry out its editorial play to 
the fullest extent, has cancelled all its 
insurance short rate and sought sources 
of protection in other directions. If it 
would apply the hatchet to its advertis- 
ing rates it would come more nearly con-

Form Pond of Gray Goose

The local agents, not being eligible 
to the Blue Goose, desire a_ similar 
organization of their own. The plan 
is to make it of a social nature cal- 
culated to bring the local agents to- 
gether on friendly terms and thus 
make business more of a cooperative 
affair than of warfare.

Declares Companies Sound 

State Auditor Bleakly of Iowa has 
issued a letter in which he explains that 
the numerous changes that have taken 
place in the retirement of Iowa fire 
companies are no reflection upon the 
standing of the companies. The auditor 
declares that at no time have the Iowa 
companies been wnable to pay any 
known liability or anticipate any de- 
mand in carrying out their contracts. 
But, he says, fierce competition has so 
reduced their profits that they could 
not afford to keep their money thus in- 
vested and overlook better and more 
promising fields. The auditor declares 
that the Iowa companies remaining are 
fully observing the laws and states that 
there need be no apprehension on the 
part of the insuring public in placing 
their insurance with these concerns. 





Fire Marshal Roe’s Report 


Fire Marshal Ole O. Roe of Iowa 
in his report for the year 1912 is able 
to show a decrease in incendiary fire 
loss. The loss from this source in 1911 
totaled $194,819 or 10 percent of the 
total loss. In 1912 this amount was 
reduced to $132,181 or 2% percent of 
the total loss. The percentage of fires 
from firebugs in 1911 was 4 percent 
and in 1912 3.1 percent. 

The total fire loss for the year was 
$4,942,000. There were 2,801 fires re- 
ported. The excess of loss over in- 
surance was $1,125,285. The heaviest 
loss of the year was at Sioux City, Jan. 
30, $275,000. There were 387 inspec- 
tions in fifty-six cities and towns. One 
hundred and thirty-nine suspicious fires 
were investigated in forty-eight differ- 
ent counties. There were three fire- 
bugs sent to the penitentiary, one to 
jail, one to the boys’ industrial school, 
four to the inebriate hospital and ten 
indictments are still pending.

WOULD INCREASE EFFECTIVENESS 


An effort is being made by leading 
members of the Iowa legislature to in- 
crease the appropriations for the state 
fire marshal office and broaden the law 
under which he works. The bill as in- 
troduced by Senator Clinton of Appanoose 
county, increases the yearly appropriation 
from $12,500 to $18,000 and the salary of 
the deputy is increased from $1,500 to

RATING BILL IS INTRODUCED 


Board with Absolute Control Proposed 
in Covington Measure—Would 
Bar Coinsurance Clause 








A rating bill modeled on that of 
Texas has been introduced in Arkansas 
by Senator Covington. Rates are to 
be under the control of a rating board, 
consisting of the state auditor and two 
other members. Under this bill the 
board has authority to fix and control 
fire, tornado and marine rates, to make 
and promulgate a general basis sched- 
ule and may prescribe rules and regu- 
lations determining the maximum and 
specific rates derived from the schedule. 
It has further power to decide all ques- 
tions regarding rates, and to hire ex- 
perts and inspectors to carry out its 
rulings. 

Rates apparently are to be based on the 
experience in the state. Companies ma: 
write below the rates fixed by the board, 
but must file the lower rates with city 
or county clerks. 

The coinsurance clause is forbidden by 
the Covington bills. An appeal to the 
state courts by ony civic body or by_the 
companies is provided, but an appeal to 
the federal courts is punishable with revo- 
cation of license. Discrimination, either 
through cut rates or by offers of stocks 
or bonds, or rebates, are punishable by 
fine of $100 to $500 or imprisunment for 
not more than six months. Mutual and 

rofit sharing companies are exempted 
From the provisions of the act. The ex- 
penses of the rating board are to be as- 
sessed upon the companies in proportion 
to their premiums, but the total expense 
1s limit to $25,000 a year. 





SITUATION AS TO MISSOURI 


Bill To Repeal the State Rate Regula- 
tion Law a, House in a 
ir 








While the bill to repeal the Missouri 
rate regulation law passed the Mis- 
souri House by 125 to 3 last week it 
has been held up in the senate until 
an investigation can be made of the 
situation. The house vote indicates 
that there is a very strong sentiment 
in favor of its repeal. In fact it is 
understood that the legislators have 
been hearing from their constituents 
in all parts of the state urging that 
it be repealed. President Capen of the 
Missouri Local Agents Association 
will endeavor to get the machinery 
going to block repeal measures pass- 
ing the senate. 

It is taken as an indication that the 
senate will not favor the repeal of this 
law until an investigation and the feasi- 
bility of the present law has been 
made. 

Insurance Commissioner Revelle is 
preparing amendments to submit to 
the committee which he thinks will 
make the Oliver law operative and al- 
leviate the present unsatisfactory con- 
dition. 

Representative Orr introduced the 
House repeal bill. 

Attorney-General John T. Barker gave 
& decision on the legality of the resolu- 
tion adopted by the House and Senate, 
Proposing an investigation of fire insur- 
ance conditions in the state, and he holds 
that either the Senate or House resolu- 


tion will suffice for the scope of the 
investigation.

PIRES DECREASE IN OKLAHOMA 


State Fire Marshal 
ammonds of Oklahoma, covering 


January 1913. The total loss last month 
was $ B5,57 . According to the report, 
the incendiary loss by fire in January, 
1912, was $40,250, while for genmary this 
year it was $17,445, or a decrease of $22,- 
05. The number of incendiary fires de- 
creased from thirteen in January, 1912, 
to seven for the past month. The report 
states that every month of the year 1912 
showed a decrease over the correspond- 
ing month of the year before except Sep- 
ember. 


During January, 1918, buildings were 
damaged $81,388 and contents $74,188. 
During the month the department caused 
the arrest of several persons for arson, 
made personal investigations of twenty- 
two fires, and attended the preliminary 
examination of three persons accused of 
arson, all of whom were bound over for 
trial. Testimony was taken in two other 
cases which is expected to result in the 
arrest of three more persons for arson. 


HITS REBATES IN ARKANSAS 


Commissioner McCain Holds Agents 
Cannot Divide Commissions—Attor- 
ney General Takes Opposite View 











Commissioner McCain of Arkansas 
has ruled that it is illegal for a local 
fire insurance agent to divide his com- 
missions with or rebate a part of his 
commissions to the assured. Attorney- 
General W. L. Moose takes the oppo- 
site view and holds that it is not pro- 
hibited by law. The commissioner cites 
the following section from act of 1905: 


Any person, agent, firm or corporation 
licensed by the auditor to act as agent 
for any fire insurance company, accident 
or employers’ liability insurance com- 
pany, steam boiler insurance company or 
surety company, in the state of Arkan- 
sas, is hereby prohibited from paying di- 
rectly or indirectly any commission, brok- 
erage or other valuable consideration on 
account of any policy or policies covering 
any property or persons in the state of 
Ar as, to any person, firm, agent or 
corporation who is a nonresident of the 
state, or to any person, firm, agent or 
corporation not duly authorized and li- 
censed by the auditor as agent for any fire 
insurance company, accident or employers’ 
liability insurance company, steam boiler 
insurance company or surety company. 


Basing his opinion upon the above, 
the commissioner says: 


In view of this act, we think most de- 
cidedly that it is a plain violation of the 
law for a local fire insurance agent to 
divide with the assured the commission 
which he receives as such agent, and this 
department will so rule. The penalty for 
violation of this act for the first offense 
is the revocation of the agent’s license 
for a period of not less than three nor 
more than six months for all companies 
which he represents; for second offense, 
revocation for all companies for one year, 
and no company may thereafter license 
such agent for a period of one year. 


The ruling was made upon the re- 
quest of W. S. Leake, special agent of 
the Royal, who asked if it would be a 
violation of the law to divide commis- 
sions. The attorney-general holds the 
act was intended to prevent agents 
1rom dividing commissions with non- 
residents or unlicensed solicitors and 
not to forbid a discount to the assured. 


COLORADO LEGISLATION 

Legislator Philp has introduced into the 
Colorado legislature a bill containing 
three important clauses. One would turn 
the state department into a sort of stamp- 
ing office, making all risks go through 
the department, before being sent to the 
companies; another prevents writing of 
business by nonresident agents and the 
third apparently gives the department 
supervision over rating systems and rates. 
The last clause is aimed at the Dean 
schedule, which is objected to because of 
its complexities and elasticity. 

A bill has been introduced into the Col- 
orado legislature providing for a tax on 
fire insurance premiums to go toward the 
support of fire departments in cities. 
antitrust act has also been introduced. 


Since Special Agent Samuel T. Gordon 
of the Equitable Fire & Marine in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Iowa and Nebraska was 
assigned to work with State Agent Bow- 
ers of the Phoenix of Hartford in Mis- 
souri, the other three states have been 
placed under Phoenix of Hartford state 
agents. Messrs. Bowers and Gordon will 
have both companies in Missouri. 





KILL FIRE MARSHAL BILL 

Topeka, Kan., Feb. 11—(Special)—The 
hopes of those who were urging the 8- 
age of a state fire marshal law for n- 
sas went glimmering today when the 
senate by a vote of 19 to 17 killed the 
measure creating a separate fire marshal 
department.

KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTH 


LOCAL AGENTS OPPOSE ORDER 


Committee of State Association Will 
Confer with Laffoon in Regard 
to Reports 














Local fire insurance agents all over 
Kentucky are protesting against the re- 
cent order of the state insurance board, 
requiring them to submit monthly re- 
ports covering all details of their busi- 
ness, including commissions paid and 
risks written. The first concrete evi- 
dence of the sentiment of the agents 
was given in a meeting in Louisville 
Saturday of the executive committee 
of the Kentucky Association of Local 
Fire Insurance Agents. 


There was a thorough discussion of the 
situation, in which it was shown to be 
the consensus of opinion that the insur- 
ance board has no moral right, although 
the state law may give it the power, to 
compel such information to be furnished. 
The ground was taken that compliance 
with the order would mean making a pub- 
lic record of private business. The ex- 
pense of making up these reports was also 
gone into. 

A resolution was adopted by the com- 
mittee that a special committee be ap- 
se to arrange a meeting with Ruby 

ffoon, chairman of the state insurance 
board, and explain to him the reasons 
against the enforcement of the new rule. 
It will be pointed out that if this in- 
formation is desired, it should be given 
by the companies and not the agents. 

The committee appointed by Chairman 
Pirtle consists of W. H. Weaver, of Hen- 
derson, chairman; George A. Armstrong, 
Shelbyville; Frank A. Cannon, Owensboro; 
M. H. Gabbert, Elizabethtown, and George 
L. Payne, Frankfort. The date of the 
conference at Frankfort will be fixed after 
communication with Chairman Laffoon as 
to a convenient time. Following it a re- 
port will be made to the executive com- 
mittee. 

Meanwhile, it is practically certain that 
for various reasons the majority of the 
agents will not send in the reports, which 
were due Feb. 10, until after final action 
is secured. 

The agents are willing to give certain 
general information about what they are 
doing, but t::-~ feel that the state board 
has sows beyond reason in its present de- 
mands. 





SOUTHERN NATIONAL RBEINSURES 
The Southern National Fire of Austin, 
Tex., has reinsured all its outstanding risks 
in the German Fire of Peoria, IIl., and will 
be liquidated.

Joseph M. Rogers, of the Springfield, 
who is president of the Kentucky Farm 
Underwriters’ Association, was authorized 
at a recent meeting of the association to 
appoint special committees to draft a uni- 
form form for use on farm property and 
also one covering the three-fourths value 
clause. Mr. Rogers has announced that 
the following committee, of which he is 
ex-officio a member, will handle both sub- 
jects: Will May, Home; E. T. Lawrence, 
Hartford, and John L. Smith, Hamburg- 
Bremen. The committee met in Louisville 
Tuesday and discussed the draft, but no 
definite announcement regarding it will 
be made until after it is approved by the 
association. The principal difficulty has 
been a lack of concurrency, the variations 
in the forms leading to considerable con- 
fusion and rendering settlements more 
difficult. 

Regarding farm conditions in Kentucky, 
one large company has reported that its 
premiums will be reduced by withdrawals 
from agencies and cancellations by about 
$30,000 this year, while another, which 
also handles a great deal of farm busi- 
ness, has withdrawn from 40 to 50 per- 
cent of its agencies, as far as the farm 
department is concerned.

HE TALKS TO ARCHITECTS 
WENTWORTH VISITS CHICAGO 





Tells How They Can Do Much In the 
Campaign to Reduce Fire Waste 
of the Country 





Secretary Franklin H. Wentworth 
addressed the Chicago architects Tues- 
day evening, it being one of the talks 


he is giving in his tour, visiting the 
local chapters of architects. He said 
in part: 

Architects and builders are slowly en- 
fering into a new phase of their accounta- 
ility. Just as the architect, whose = 
mary impulse is that of the artis as 
been compelled, in the interest of his 
clients largely, to master the technique 
of the builder, so both the architect and 
the builder are now being called upon 
to protect their clients in the matter of 
the fire hazard. The enormous aggregate 
of the American fire waste, which con- 
trasts us so_ unfavorably with European 
prudence, is beginning to cripple and im- 
Overish us as the natural resources of 
he country, once believed to be inexhaus- 
tible, are ceasing to respond to the de- 
mands of our habitual extravagance. 

Common Notion Is Giving Way 
The commen notion that the insurance 
companies pay the cost of fires is grad- 
ually giving way to an intelligent under- 
standing of the fact that they are merely 
the collectors and distributers of the fire 
tax. They must recover from the public 
the sums they pay out in losses, plus 
the cost of conducting their business and 
@ reasonable interest pron their capital. 
If they could not do this there would be 
no business of underwriting, and sufferers 
from fire would be relieved only by direct 
assessment upon their more fortunate 
neighbors. It is not certain that a year 
or two of such direct assessment would 
not be an admirable educative experi- 
ment. At present the cost of the fire 
tax is merged with éverything we eat 
and drink and wear, and .the masses of 
the people are ignorant of the fact that 
they bear it. 
Problem of the Manufacturer 

This is no longer true of the manu- 
facturing classes, however. The manu- 
facturer now realizes that he pays a tax 
directly related in amount to the charac- 
ter of the building he occupies and the 
nature of his mame espe F processes, 
and that in addition to this he 
the carelessness of all his neigh 
he cannot shift this burden by 


passing 
it along to the users of his product, 
merged guletly in the selli price of his 
goods, then he must pa out of his 


profits, which cripples him tn thé com- 
petitive struggle. 

The manufacturer now clearly sees this 
and expects the architects and builders 
he may. employ to see it also. If, after 
his factory is completed, he finds that 

ints respecting the fire hazard have 
Seen ignored and that in consequence of 
some structural qualification, now too late 
to alter, he is doomed to pay a fire tax 
which forethought, with perhaps no ad- 
ditional expense, might have avoided, he 
may be considerably disturbed by it. 

Defects are a Fixed Charge 

Oftentimes structural defects (not me- 
chanical, but from the standpoint of fire 
hazard) or the unwise location of hazard- 
ous factory processes cannot be overcome 
| the addition of special firé protection 
after the completion of the building. In 
such cases these defects operate as a 
fixed charge upon the property and con- 
tents as long as the building stands. 

Fire protection engineering is coming 
to be a profession by itself, but, after 
all, its chief distinguishing prem cd is 
common sense. The principal demand is 
that the architect and builder should have 
a consciousness of the fire hazard, for up 
to this time very few of them have 
thought much about it. With the thought 
of the importance of this item in their 
mints no grievous blundering is possible, 
and technical advice on specific features 
can generally be had without charge from 
fire protection engineers in the service 
of the various underwriters’ inspection 
departments having jurisdiction.

Illinois Fire Marshal’s Work 

Acting State Fire Marshal F. R. Mor- 
garidge reports the following investiga- 
tions and prosecutions for the Illinois 
department for the week ending Feb. 8: 

James E. Whitley of Atwater, Macou- 
pin county, Ill, was indicted by the 
grand jury Feb. 6 on a charge of arson 
and burning to defraud in connection with 
the burning of the Barnet elevator at 
Atwater. @ was arraigned in the circuit 
court Feb. 7, took a plea of guilty and 
was sentenced to the reformatory at Pon- 
tiac. Ill. Paul Barnett, who was indicted for 
burning to defraud in connection with the 
same fire, has been released on a bond of 
$1,000 and his case is set for trial Feb. 19. 

Valentine Roitero, South Wilmington, 
Grundy county, Ill., was given a prelim- 
inary hearing before Justice of the Peace 
Wilson Feb. 8, charged with the wilful 
and malicious burning of a number of 
barns. He waived preliminary examina- 
tion and is held to the March term of the 
grand jury under a bond of $1,000. 


Oshkosh, Wis., Is Next 


Some fifty or sixty members of the 
Wisconsin State Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation and Thomas M. Purtell, state 
fire marshal, will go to Oshkosh, Wis., 
on Feb. 27 to inspect conditions in that 
city. The local board in Oshkosh has 
been backing up the movement for an 
inspection and the work will: be aided 
by most of the board members. In 
view of the fact that Oshkosh is a 
center for woodworking industries and 
is one of the leading manufacturing 
cities in Wisconsin, the coming in- 
spection is regarded as highly im- 
portant. 

The Oshkosh Chamber of Commerce 
has taken considerable interest in the 
matter and present plans are that a 
public meeting will be held in the even- 
ing after the inspection under the 
supervision of the chamber. Officials 
of the fire prevention organization, 
State Fire Marshal Purtell and others 
will speak. 








REPORT ON FOND DU LAC, WIS. 


The committee of the Wisconsin Fire 
Prevention Association that inspected 
Fond du Lac, makes the following com- 
ment in part: é 

“Manufacturing hazards do not particu- 
larly expose the business district. Block 
4 being west side of Main street between 
Forest avenue and West Division streets, 
presents a serious conflagration hazard 
due to seattered frame buildings and un- 
protected side and rear openings. 

“Fire department is undermanned, and 
apparatus insufficient to cope with the 
large and badly congested business dis- 
trict, the exceptionally large factories, 
and the conflagration hazard in the 
dwelling district due to frame construc- 
tion and shingle roofs. One more station 
should be installed at a favorable location 
and at least ten more men added to the 
department. A combination chemical en- 
ine and hose wagon, hook and ladder 
ruck and at least two first class engines 
should be provided and the present sec- 
ond class Amoskeag engine equipped with 
new. boiler and rebuilt. 

“We find the fire department since the 
reorganization has given evidence of such 
increased efficiency as the limitation of 
men and apparatus permit. The chief is 
progressive and competent. The depart- 
ment is regularly making inspections of 
factories and the mercantile district, and 
is to be highly commended for this pre- 
ventive work, which has come to be gen- 
erally recognized as a very important 
vart of the fire department’s duties. The 
last annual report of Chief Doll shows 
that he is alive to the needs of his de- 
partment. 

“The water supply seems to be suffi- 
cient but pumping service not properly 
adjusted. The plans now being con- 
templated to have a test made of air 
compression lift from wells to reservoir 
is endorsed. The high cost of current 
makes the deev well pumps entirely too 
expensive, and it is exceedingly poor 
economy to use a 3,090.000 gallon Holiv 
Pump to draw from wells. The Ingersoll 
Rand Company have arranged a test to 
prove the value of air compression svs- 
tem, which test will determine whether 
the supply of water is sufficient or other- 
wise. On completion of this test, we 
-wish to cive the matter further attention. 

“We wish to especially compliment the 
citv in the matter of conditions of base- 
merts, yards and alleys. and in the pre- 
cautionary measures in the public schools. 
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This condition is due primarily to the 
regular system of inspection made by 
the fire department members. The fire 
department is exceptionally well officered 
and the discipline is very commendatory.” 





SOOTY CHIMNEYS CAUSE FIRES. 


Nearly a dozen fires in quick succession 
from practically the same cause has 
aroused Fire Chief George O. Wilmarth 
of Topeka, Kan., to urge residents of 
the city to have their flues inspected. The 
fires, the damage from which ranged 
from a nominal sum to nearly a thou- 
sand dollars, were caused by burning soot 
from chimneys falling on dry shingle 
roofs. Chief Wilmarth estimates that 
there are hundreds of defective and 
dirty flues in the city, any of which might 
start a fire almost any time. He de- 
clares he is powerless to take any official 
action to compel attention to them. 





BOTH GO TO PARIS 


Carrying out plans outlined at the an- 
nual meeting of the Kentucky State Fire 
Prevention Association in Louisville last 
month, President Frank G. Snyder has an- 
nounced that Feb. 26 has been selected 
as reinspection day.

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NOT SENSATIONAL YET 

CoLtiers announced last week a 
series of nine articles on the business 
of arson. The announcement would 
lead one to think that the “national 
weekly” was going to dwell principally 
upon an alleged unholy alliance be- 
tween the arson trust and the stock fire 
companies. There was created in the 
mind of those that read the announce- 
ment the idea that Colliers was going 
to be real yellow along such a line. 

The first two articles have appeared 
and there seems to be nothing in them 
to make our fur stand up particularly 
straight. In fact the first articles re- 
veal things that, insurance men have 
known about crooked losses for some 
time, things that are being brought to 
light in the arson investigation in Chi- 
cago now. 

Such publicity is a good thing. 

One fault with the article is, how- 
ever, that the stock company system 
is charged with responsibility for some 
of the conditions. Thus far the writer 
and the announcer have neither in- 
timated that valued policy laws and 
other adverse legislation have anything 
*to do with the growth and extent of 
arson. No blame either is attached on 
the courts and juries of the country 
which say, when in doubt, favor the 
assured. 

There will be some readers who will 
criticise companies for tightening up 
during panics and on lines in which 
business is slow. But they will be the 
unthinking public. Those who read 
and analyze will see that this very sys- 
tem is one of the great forces that is 
holding arson down. 

There will also be those who will 
argue that if it were not for insurance 
there would be no arson. True, there 
wouldn’t be. But if there were no in- 
surance there would be no credit and 
much suffering for those that have 
legitimate fires. If Colliers had its 
way insurance would be unlike every- 
thing else that is good in the world— 
an unmixed blessing. 

Some of the public may really think 
that Colliers is giving out something 
brand new but we do not believe that 
all the fire prevention publicity has 
been without avail. People will realize 
that they have heard much before 
about arson as one of the causes of 
our fire waste and that they heard it 
from insurance men. They will real- 
ize that the insurance business has 





done all it possibly could to combat 
the evil even though the legislatures 
and courts and even public sentiment 
have unwittingly been in favor of the 
crooks. 

There is one thing that we must con- 
gratulate Colliers upon. Its special 
writer went into comparisons of the 
fire loss of Europe and America and 
did not resort to that blackened street 
of ashes stretching from New York to 
Chicago. 


POINT TO CONSIDER 


W. H. Sreere of Hastings, Neb., 
writes this paper, enclosing a news- 
paper clipping reciting the story of how 
a woman and child were burned to 
death in their home, following an at- 
tempt to kindle a fire with gasoline. 
This starting-fire-with-gasoline hazard 
has often been exemplified in many 
horrible forms. Notwithstanding the 
many warnings that have been issued 
and the various tragedies, people are 
careless and take chances. 

In this connection Mr. STEELE makes 
some comment on the writing of dwell- 
ings. He says: 

The occurrence of this fire brings up a 
point which is too easily passed over in 
the writing and renewing of dwelling bus- 
iness. In this territory, at least, not 
enough attention is given to occupancy 
and exposures. 

In this instance, ten years ago this 
house was one of the best in the city, 
but some years ago it fell into the hands 
of a nonresident, was not kept up, and 
could not longer be rented to the class 
of people who had been “eo it as 
a private residence. While originally en- 
titled to the regular dwelling rate,.at the 
time of the fire it was occupied by six 
families, and subject to all the hazards 
of a crowded tenement house. 

Many towns of 56,000 population con- 
tain several just such risks, which are 
being carried at cut rates, far below 
tariff, while the rate should be several 
times the regular dwelling rate. 

It seems as if it would be a good plan 
to insist on a full report on occupanc 
and exposures when writing this busi- 
ness, at least, in states enjoying special 


privileges in the way of cut rates and 
valued policy laws. 








ESSENTIAL TO PEACE

notion that a state insurance depart- 
ment is essential to our happiness and 
tranquility of soul.

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HEARINGS AS TO MERGER 


FINAL SESSION IN CHICAGO 





No Objection of Consequence to Pro- 
posed Amalgamation of Hartford 
and Missouri State 





The commission, consisting of Super- 
intendents Blake of Missouri, Potter of 
Illinois and Mansfield of Connecticut, 
provided for by the laws of Missouri to 
consider reinsurance, met in St. Louis 
Jan. 28 to consider the reinsurance 
agreement between the Missouri State 
Life of St. Louis and the Hartford Life. 
There was no one present at the meet- 
ing to oppose the reinsurance agree- 
ment, and after due consideration of its 
terms by the commission, an adjourn- 
ment was taken to reconvene at Hart- 
ford Jan. 31. 

At the Hartford meeting the Con- 
necticut commission, consisting of 
Commissioners Mansfield, Hardison and 
Blake were present, and as Commis- 
sioner Potter of the Missouri commis- 
sion was there also, both commissions 
were present at the hearing. 

Meeting at Hartford 

There was no objection on the part 
of any policyholder of the Hartford 
Life affected by the reinsurance deal,to 
its approval by the two boards, al- 
though when Commissioner Mansfield 
called the meeting to order in the 
Capitol building quite a large number of 
assessment policyholders of the Hart- 
ford Life belonging to the safety fund 
branch of the business were there. 
About the only protest anyone of them 
had was against the high rates of as- 
sessment required to keep up their 
membership in the safety fund branch, 
and as their branch of the business is 
not to be reinsured if the deal is con- 
summated, they had no voice in the 
meeting. 

Attorney Makepeace was present rep- 
resenting one of the legal reserve policy- 
holders of the company. His policy 
was issued many years ago before the 
company went into the safety fund 
business, but after a consultation with 
the officials and attorneys representing 
the Hartford Life the attorney with- 
drew any objection he might have had 
to the merger. 

oth commissions were in session at 
Hartford practically all of Friday, the 
31st, and Saturday, Feb. 1, when an ad- 
journment was taken until Monday. 
Superintendent Potter of Illinois left 
Saturday for Springfield, as he had 
heard all the evidence before the Mis- 
souri commission. 

Some Amendments Made 

Quite a number of slight amendments 
to the reinsurance agreement were sug- 
gested by Commissioner Mansfield of 
Massachusetts, and agreed upon by the 
other commissioners and the compan- 
les interested. The eastern commis- 
sioners, however, seemed to hesitate 
with reference to approving the reinsur- 
ance agreement, although it is under- 
stood that Messrs. Potter and Blake ex- 
Pressed their willingness to approve it 
at any time. An adjournment was 
taken on the evening of the 5th, and it 
was agreed that the two commissions 
should meet at the La Salle hotel, Chi- 
cago, Feb. 17, when the contract will 
be passed upon by both commissions.

MUMA QUITS THE TRAVELERS 





Manager of Life and Accident Depart- 
ment in nee Branch Office 
Has Resigned 

I. J. Muma, manager of the accident 
and life departments in the Chicago 
branch office of the Travelers, has re- 
signed. S. R. McBurney, superintend- 
ent of agencies for the company, is 
temporarily in charge. Mr. Muma has 
a large number of propositions before 
him but as yet has not made a connec- 
tion. 

Manager Muma came to the Chicago 
branch office from Los Angeles in 
April of 1910 and in his short tenure 
made an enviable record. During his 
first full year, that of 1911, new accident 
premiums of more than $63,000 were 
written in Cook county and the single 
office equaled the record of the several 
branch offices of New York City. It 
was thought that the highwater mark 
had been reached but in 1912 the new 
accident and health business carried 
premiums of $72,623, of which only 
about $8,000 was for health insurance. 
The city of Chicago was only beaten 
by Greater New York, with the offices 
of New York City and Brooklyn com- 
bined. 

Besides establishing this accident rec- 
ord the office last year put itself on the 
map as a good sized life insurance 
agency. The paid for business was 
$2,414,545 and the applied for business 
$3,558,000. 

Manager Muma greatly increased the 
force of agents and brokers in the 
Chicago branch and was responsible for 
much of the increased production of the 
men in the office. Three of the Chicago 
men stood in the company’s list of ten 
leaders in 1912, John L. Fate taking 
fourth place, Lloyd W. Hill sixth, and 
John R. Sutton tenth. Bernard 
Staemmler was just over the medal line 
in eleventh place. 








Officers Guests of Agency 

President John M. Taylor and 
Agency Correspondent A. C. Lieber 
of the Connecticut Mutual Life will 
be the guests of the Chicago agents of 
the company Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday of this week. They will be 
the guests of honor at a banquet given 
Friday evening at the Grand Pacific 
hotel by General Agent Samuel T. 
Chase. The dinner is in compliance 
with an offer made a year ago. Mr. 
Chase at that time promised to be a 
host if the agents would produce 
$2,300,000 in 1912 and the mark was 
overshot by more than $100,000. Thus 
far in 1913 the agency is 40 percent 
ahead of 1912 on written business and 
20 percent ahead on paid for. 





DECISION OW ILLINOIS CASE 

In the case of Kennedy, defendant in 
error, v. Prudential, etc., plaintiff in er- 
ror, the Illinois appellate court holds:

A 
false statement, in ony to a ques- 
tion as to the past health of the appli- 
cant, in whic the A eee denies 
having had any serious illness and speci- 
fically denies having had appendicitis, is 
material to the risk, where the applicant 
had shortly before been operated on for 
that disease. 4. A fraudulent statement 
made as an inducement to the issuance 
of a policy of life insurance, is available 
in defense to an action on the policy.

Deal Closed With Ohio Electric Rail- | 


way and Cincinnati Traction Com- 
pany—Several Companies Bid 





What will probably prove to be the 
largest group insurance deal yet con- 
summated is that of the insurance of 
the employes of the Ohio Electric Rail- 
way company, which will at once be fol- 

wed by that of the employes of the 

incinnati Traction Company for life, 
health and accident insurance, the life 
and accident features being carried by 
the Travelers and the health by the 
local beneficial association of the street 
railway employes. The _ insurance 
ranges from $400 to $1,200 for each 
employe. As there are 1,600 employes 
of the Ohio Electric Railway and 1,800 
of the Traction company, the insur- 
_— involved probably exceeds $3,000,- 


Originator of the Idea 

The idea originated with F. A. Healy, 
secretary and treasurer of the Ohio 
Electric Railway, who secured bids 
from a number of companies and 
worked out all the details of the scheme 
himself. Mr, Healy considers that the 
roup insurance plan is the best that 
as ever yet been devised and that it is 
destined to occupy an important place 
in life insurance in the future. He 
visited Hartford and other insurance 
centers and received bids from six com- 
panies, the Travelers, Aetna Life, Con- 
necticut General, Equitable of New 
York, Pacific Mutual and Standard 
Accident. The latter company would 
of course have gotten some life com- 
pany to carry the life part of the con- 
tract. The United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty was also ready to take the 
business and handle the life through an- 
other company. 


May Extend the Scheme 

It is understood that not only will the 
employes of the two traction companies, 
whose headquarters are in Cincinnati, and 
of which W. Kesley Schoepf is president, 
benefit bv this plan but that arrange- 
ments are under way for completing deals 
with the Indiana traction properties, of 
which he is vice-president, so that the 
deal will undoubtedly prove to be the 
largest one yet consummated. 

It is understood that the bids of the 
various companies were very much the 
same. The contract is for five years and 
may be renewed at the end of that time 
for another five year period. The rate is 
basea upon the average age of each class 
at the beginning of the five year period 
and will readiust at the beginning of each 
five year period on the basis of the aver- 
age age at that time. The premiums are 
paid through the beneficial association, 
which makes its own adjustments under 
accident claims. It is understood that 
the weekly benefits are $7.50, which are 
reduced to $3.75 per week after a certain 
number of weeks. As stated, the sick- 
ness feature is handled by the beneficial 
association as heretofore, but the em- 
ecw are covered for life, accident and 

alth under the arrangement. Bach em- 
Ploye is required to pay a small portion 
of the premium. 

Will Be Medical Examination 

Unlike other group insurance deals, this 
carries with it a medical examination, 
though the examination of the beneficial 
association is accepted by the Travelers. 
There will be no certificates issued to the 
individual employes, as is done by the

Chicago Manager of Mutual Life Speaks 
to Fire Men on Self 
Improvement 





In his fourth lecture on life insurance 
before the Fire Insurance Club of Chi- 
cago, Darby A. Day, Chicago manager 
for the Mutual Life of New York, spoke 
Tuesday evening on “Life Insurance as 
a Profession, Science of Organization, 
Salesmanship and You as a Factor in 
the World’s Business.” The topic was 
on that phase of the business which is 
closest to Mr. Day’s heart and he was 
at his best. He gave an address that 
awakens and stimulates and points the 
way to success. The keynote of his 
talk was steady application to one’s 
work. In part he said: 

Why It Is a Profession 

Noting the science upon which life in- 
surance is based, we will all agree that 
it is a profession and to attain great suc- 
cess in it one, like the doctor or the 
lawyer, must devote much time to its 
improvement. He must segregate into 
classes the men he meets, diagnose each 
case and fit the polcy to the needs of the 
client. The day has passed when life 
insurance can be hawked and peddled by 
down and out men. Today a noble pro- 
fession stands on the dawn of a new era 
stretching forth her arms te the young, 
vigorous, strong, sincere and ardent men 
of the future and offering a golden oppor- 
tunity to all who will work sincerely— 
golden in compensation and recompense. 
What more noble work, what more elevat- 
ing and what more Christian work, than 
the knowledge that you are the instru- 
ment through which the loving care of a 
father can be carried on? What prettier 
Severe than reclining age spent in com- 
ort and ease through a _ survivorship 
annuity, and through you. These things 
are possible through life insurance. Be- 
cause of its far reaching ability to meet 
and adjust any contingency of the future 
it demands wide awake students. 


Individual Organization 


Iron ore is worth about $1.50 a ton. 
Converted into iron it is worth about $20 


or $25; further refined into steel, it in- 
creases its value about two-fold; con- 
verted into springs and tools of various 
kinds, it is worth several thousand dol- 
lars per ton, varying, according to kind 
and quality—yet it is all iron. Its various 
degrees of refinement are the result of 
organization—organization the result of 
training. So it is with man. The un- 
trained man is only worth a given daily 
wage. His size, weight an physical 
strength do not cause that wage to vary. 
Untrained and unorganized he can get 
only the daily hire. Comes organization, 
the union, if you please, aud while he is 
yet untrained and does no better work, 
he is organized and, large or small, active 
or laggard, gets union wages and union 
hours. Add to this the training of the 
artisan, the carpenter, the stone cutter, 
the mason, and a still higher wage pre- 
vails. Still, this is only physical organ- 
ization, physical training. The man has 
passed through the pig iron and raw steel 
stages. To attain the higher degrees of 
refinement he must organize and train the 
brain. It is not quantity of brain, but 
quality, that counts, and quality is and 
always must be the result of organiza- 
tion, of refinement, of study, of eprene- 
tion, a sincere and serious determination 
to grow, to learn, to master your work, 
to know its code; in short, to reduce that 
crude ore to the highest standard of 
efficiency, to temper the products of your 
thought to a scintillating resiliency that 
will bend to your will, yet have the keen- 
ness and penetration of true steel. 
Group Organization 

No group of men can collectively organ- 
ize and attain the highest possible effi- 
ciency without first perfecting in each 
case thorough individual organization, for 
the untrained man stands a drawback to 
the balance. Did you ever stop to think 
that you may be a detriment to your 
office, to your company, to your boss? 
You may feel that you earn your salary, 
but if you do not do all that you can, all 
that you could with proper application, 
proper study, you are holding your busi- 
ness back. Wake up! Do more! De- 
termine tomorrow that you will kick out 
the drone that is within you. Awaken 
to the realization that there are only two 
kinds of men—efficient and _ inefficient. 
There are many classes, but only two 
kinds. Organization does not end with 
an ability to do things thought out by 
others—routine work. Dumb animals can 
be trained to do these things. Organiza- 
tion means development and development 
means creative thoughts—ideas. Ideas, 
to be useful, must be executed. Give me 
a man of ideas and action and I can and 
will stand for many blunders, for ideas

Plans for the biggest agency meet- 
ing in the history of the company 
have been made by the Pacific Mutual 
Life for 1915, the year of the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition and World’s Insur- 
ance Congress at San Francisco.

Dangerous Minnesota Bill 


A measure that appears peculiarly 
dangerous to life companies, agents 
and policyholders has been introduced 
in the Minnesota legislature. It 
reads: 

A bill for an act relative to evidence 
affecting conditions as to misrepresenta- 
tions in policies of life, casualty and dis- 
ability insurance: 

Be it enacted by the legislature of the 
state of Minnesota: 

Section 1. In any case where the medi- 

examiner, or physician sotes as such, 
of any life, casualty or disability or ac- 
cident insurance company or association 
doing business in this state, shall issue 
a certificate of health or declare the ap- 
plicant a fit subject for insurance, or so 
report to the company or association or 
its agents, under the rules and regula- 
tions of such company or association, it 
shall be thereby be estopped from setting 
up in defense of an action on such policy 
or certifiate that the insured was not 
in the condition of health required by the

HAZARD OF AUTOMOBILE | 
FORREST POINTS OUT DANGER 





Says Machine is Making Hitherto Pre- 
ferred Risks Poor Risks at Rates 


Charged 


Vice-President A. E. Forrest of the 
North American Accident has some- 
thing to say of the automobile hazard 
which he considers is making preierred 
risks hazardous. He says: 


While we are agitating for an anti- 
discrimination law to check certain evils 
apparent in the business of personal ac- 
cident insurance, are we consistent—are 
we not overlooking the grossest of dis- 
criminations—that practiced through the 
rate manual which places known hazards 
by classes and makes a premium charge 
accordingly? Are we not discriminating 
in favor of the well-to-do and against 
those less favored, for if there is a heavy 
loss ratio in the favored class it must 
eventually force a higher rating in other 
classes. 

No Occupational Hazard 

Our Preferred No. 1 or AA classifica- 
tion contemplates no hazard inherent to 
the occupations classed therein and we 
give $1,000 with $5 weekly indemnity for 
$4 a year—a price certainly low enough 
but shown by experience to be sufficient. 
We charge a railroad engineer on a pas- 
senger train locomotive $18 a year for 
the same amount of insurance, and ex- 
perience has demonstrated that this sum 
is about right. 

ow comes a hazard into the risks 
grouped under preferred classification, 
rang ng well up to that assumed by the 
engineer—the automobile, the road loco- 
motive, not guiding itself along steel 
rails, guarded at every — against mis- 
hap, over a route familiar to the operator 
with a helper always present to do much 
of the hazardous work incident to the 
handling of any kind of moving ma- 
chinery, but a complicated quick-acting 
piece of mechanism, started by an ex- 
plosion which the operator must cause 
through a physical exertion to which his 
classified business makes him a stranger, 
running wild unless skillfully guided by 
human agency—in ruts, on slippery pave- 
ments, over unknown roads, unwarned of 
danger, unguarded against the reckless- 
ness of others or of that craze called 
the “Speed Mania,” which at some time 
in the life of every man handling a wheel 
causes him to suspend his own life and 
the lives of his family or friends on a 
strip of rubber one-quarter of an inch 


thick. 
Discrimination is Seen 


We are all familiar with the hazard 
of automobiling. Were statistics at hand 
I would not be surprised to find that the 
death rate per thousand of automobile 
users classed by insurance companies as 
preferred risks ‘engine well up to that 





among railroad engineers. Are we not 
discriminating in favor of the banker, 
the broker, the lawyer and professional 
man? Look at the disparity in cost as 
compared with any of the great classes 
embracing those who are not owners and 
rarely use an automobile! Is it not time 
that we readjust our rating for those who 
assume so great a hazard, or shall we 
fiddle until "Rome is in ashes—inviting 
outside interference in our business? 

Do you deem it necessary for us to 
gather through a committee the experi- 
ence of American companies on this 
hazard? Are you not satisfied that the 
automobilist as a risk—that part of his 
time devoted to that sport—is being fur- 
nished a full-sized tablespoon while the 
balance of the family is handicapped with 
teaspoons, and some of them of the demi 
tasse variety? I wish no further expert- 
ence than that of my own as an auto- 
mobilist and that of the company which 
I represent as an insurer. Let us wake 
up. 


Union Liability’s Policies 

The Union Liability of Chicago is 
putting out some special policies 
through its local agents. It sells one 
policy at $2 a year, known as the 
“Overland,” which is limited in its 
coverage, paying $5 weekly indemnity 
and $1,000 death indemnity. The 
“Union” policy costs $5 a year, and 
pays $2,500 death indemnity and $15 a 
week accident and sickness indemnity. 
The coverage under this policy is also 
limited, both as to accident and health. 
The “Standard” policy cost $10 a year, 
paying $5,000 death indemnity and $25 
@ week sickness and accident in- 


demnity. The accumulation clause is 


applicable under these policies and 
along with them goes a pocket book 
and identification certificate. President 
John R. Draper of the company will 
soon be ready to issue factory fran- 
chise policies and will also get out 
some commercial policies. 


Stockholders Give Approval 

The purpose of the officers of the 
Georgia Life to dispose of the com- 
pany’s life insurance business and in 
future to write only casualty lines was 
approved by the stockholers at the 
annual meeting, held recently. The 
administration of President W. E. 
Small was endorsed by an overwhelm- 
ing vote. In the near future plans 
for increasing the financial strength 
of the company will be announced. 

The company now operates in ten 
states, having entered Pennsylvania re- 
cently. The growth of its casualty de- 
partment is shown by the fact that its 
casualty premiums in 1909 were $6,603, 
in 1910 $74,387, in 1911 $203,684, and 
in 1912 $336,910. 








‘ Secretary Patterson Retires 

Peter Patterson has resigned as sec- 
retary of the Federal Casualty, with 
which he has been since it organized, 
and disposed of his stock. He will re- 
tire from active work and devote much 
of his time to travel. Chief Clerk L. E. 
Dailey succeeds Mr. Patterson and C. 
S. Hoag becomes assistant secretary. 


HEARINGS ON OHIO BILL 

The Ohio senate insurance committee 
has arranged for several public hearings 
on the Haas bill, which bars life and acci- 
dent insurance companies from engaging 
in employers’ liability business and pro- 
hibits any insurance company from issu- 
ing policies indemnifying employers for 
claims arising from injury or death re- 
sulting from accidents to employes on 
account of injury occasioned by the wilful 
act of an employer or his failure to com- 
ply with state laws. Assistant Attorney- 
General Davis explained to the commit- 
tee that the measure was drawn to protect 
home companies and prevent companies 
from issuing policies which are not pro- 
vided for in the Green compulsory work- 
men’s compensation bill. 


THAT 30 PERCENT DIVIDEND 
The American Mutual Liability of Bos- 
ton is advertising in the papers of its 
home city that on Jan. 1 it paid 30 per- 
cent dividend on workmen’s compensation 
policies in Massachusetts and forced the 
stock compas anies to make 25 percent re- 
duction. he facts are that when the 
company heard from the insurance de- 
partment that amended rates had been 
filed for certain classes, it cancelled about 
100 policies and in rewriting at the new 

rates, allowed a 30 percent dividend. 


PLATE GLASS MEETINGS 

A meeting of the Plate Glass Under- 
writers’ Association has been called for 
Thursday, at the office of the Preferred 
Accident in New York. A meeting of the 

Plate Glass Service and Information 
Bureau has also been called the same 
day at the same place. At the hearing 
of the report on the examination of both 
the plate glass organizations by the New 
York insurance department it was agreed 
to allow the committee representing the 
plate glass underwriters one wee in 
which to formulate and submit to the 
department their suggestions for the mod- 
ification of the report.

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NATIONAL MUTUAL UNION 
MEETING AT CHATTANOOGA 





Discusses Many Points of Interest to 
Accident and Health Insurance 
Companies 





(Prom a Staff Correspondent) 

Chattanooga, Tenn. Feb. 11.—At- 
tendance at today’s meeting of the 
National Mutual Unies was disappoint- 
ing, owing to the distance from the 
homes of most of the members, Sev- 
eral speakers were absent, but those 
present had some good ideas and others 
were brought out in discussion. When 
President Arford called the union to 
order only ten companies were rep- 
resented, although ‘later arrivals 
brought the number up to perhaps fif- 


teen. 
President Arford’s Address 


In his address President A. R. Arford 
reviewed the rapid growth of the Na- 
tional Mutual Union in recent months 
and urged members to exert themselves 
to bring in still other companies. Speak- 
ing of federal legislation, he expressed 
the belief that the parcel post would 
result in a saving of expense to the com- 
panies, but he was doubtful what the 
effect of the income tax law which may 
now be enacted will be. The enactment 
of a one-cent letter postage law would 
save the companies much, and support 
of the National One Cent Letter Postage 
Association was urged. 

Workmen’s Compensation 

Judging by the experience of his own 
company the Workingmen’s Mutual Pro- 
tective, in Michigan, Mr. Arford believes 
workmen’s compensation not only is not 
to be feared, but will be found a help to 
the accident and health business. em- 
bers of the union, he said, should give 
their strongest aid to secure passage of 
laws making twisting a criminal offense. 

Company managers must keep faith 
with the public, r. Arford said. The 
public’s good will has been secured and 
must be held. Companies should send 
out onty the highest class of representa- 
tives they are able to secure. They 
should exercise care to avoid anything 
savoring of misrepresentation in their 
literature. Especially should they be 
prompt and fair in claim settlements. In 
this last regard Mr. Alford says the mu- 
tual companies already have an advan- 
= e, which they should strive to main- 

n. 

Executive Committee Report 

The report presented by C. H. Brackett, 
chairman of the executive committee, 
showed a healthy growth during the past 
six months.

Beport of Legislative Committee 

The report of the legislative com- 
mittee made by Chairman A. J, Simp- 
son was of considerable length and of 
great importance. It was a valedictory 
also as Mr. Simpson has become vice- 
president of ,the American Assurance, 
a stock company, since the last meeting. 
At its close his resignation was ac- 
cepted with regret. In effect Mr. 
Simpson said: 


Proposed legislation is not favorable to 
industrial. companies, Workmen's com- 
peneation is here and state insurance is 
n the air and will prevail in some states. 
Companies with small capital, dealing 
with workmen, must expect trouble. Pre- 
paring for the inevitable companies 
should protect themselves as much as 
possible and endeavor to keep legislation 
within reasonable bounds. To do this re- 
re organization. The union is a use- 
ul organization but not strong enough 
by itself to deal with legislation and it 
should help: the Detroit Conference. The 
present situation in the Detroit Confer- 
ence was led up to by an account of the 
ae of the bureau of publicity 
and of the educational bureau and their 
attempted merger.

demands most careful thought and frank 
discussion. If members think the sup- 
port of the conference and the bureau is 
too expensive, let them say so. If they 
think the conference, as of old, should 
be largely social, should charge only 
nominal dues and get in all companies 
possible, while the bureau as a separate 
institution should be supported by its 
subscribers, they should say that. 


Discussion of the Report 


The report was followed by a discus- 
sion, in which workmen’s compensation 
loomed big, but it did not lead anywhere 
in particular. The members fear state 
insurance, but some do not show any 
great appreciation of what it is likely to 
do to them, nor was any practical plan 
for utilizing what influence the companies 
have to combat it suggested. 

Secretary Goodman devoted most of his 
report to the work done in compiling a 
complete list of mutual companies and _in 
soliciting them for membership. He 
strongly urged cooperation by the mem- 
bers to bring the outsiders in. He re- 
quested the members, as questions arise 
during the year on which they would like 
the views or advice of others, to send 
them to the secretary so they may be put 
on the next program for discussion. The 
Indiana Casualty was elected to member- 
ship. Treasurer H. M. Best was absent, 
and his report was read by the seererZ. 

. B. Campbell, W. C. Goodall, W. G. 
Critchlow and J. McMichael were 
absent, so the president passed the topics 
they were to discuss. 


S. W. Munsell of the Masonic Mutual 


Accident, said: 

“The accident and health insurance com- 
panies should send premium notices regu- 
larly and promptly, if notices are sent, 
and the collector should be the “follow- 
up” means used to secure payments. 

“In respect to the collector, there seems 
to be only one type of the good collector, 
and first of all he is an individual that is 
honest; he is also taetful, systematic in 
his methods, and a hard worker. There 
are, however, several species of the bad 
collector, and to enumerate would say we 
nave the lazy collector. He is like the 
lazy man in any position, and allows him- 
self to loaf when he should be working. 
and always puts off until tomorrow the 
collection that should be made today. The 
timid collector hesitates about asking for 
the collection the first time, and if re- 
fused, he would never have courage to 
make a second demand. There is the 
careless, indifferent, or easy collector, who 
allows the policyholders to put off pay- 
ment until finally the collection is not 
made at all. Last, but not least, I have 
known collectors that were actually dis- 
honest, and he is the type of bad col- 
lector none of us have any use for, after 
we have found him out. 

“TI believe the sending of notices has its 
good effect upon collections, but where 
the monthly collector has his business 
well in hand, this may not be necessary. 

Workingmen as Collectors 

“In our company we employ a great 
many collectors who are not agents, that 
is to say, they did not write the busi- 
ness they are collecting upon. We have 
found that we get the best results by 
employing as collector a working man, 
and not using the corner drug store pro- 
prietor, the grocery store man, or the 
bank, as the local collector. The workin 
man is not afraid of a little work, an 
he will go after the delinquent payers, 
while the others will not. To the col- 
lector who will go after collections, I am 
willing to pay a little better commission 
than to the one that does nothing more 
=~. accept payments that are brought 
to him. 

“Many of the local collectors develop 

into good agents, and build up their debits 
quite rapidly, but not all of them. The 
local agent building up a debit is, of 
course, the logical collector for his own 
business. The agent who takes time to 
thoroughly explain the contract to the 
urchaser, telling him all about it, gain- 
ng his confidence, and creating in the 
prospect a desire to have the protection, 
aves the way for good collections. The 
usiness written hurriedly and in a slip- 
shod manner means poor collections, for 
even the good collector. 


Wo Mention of Lapse 


“Our collectors are instructed to send 
in their reports, with remittance, not 
later than the tenth of the month, but 
there are always some stragglers. To 
those reported as not paid, a second no- 
tice is sent, and some collections result 
from that means. It is often a mistake 
to state in the second notice that the 
policy is lapsed and out of benefit, for by 
so doing, we suggest the thought to the 
delinquent, that the policy is dead any- 
way, and he had better let it remain so. 

“As to bonding agents and collectors, I 
believe they should be bonded, if for no 
other reason than the moral effect of a

In the discussion Mr. Goodman said he 
found a second notice of premium due 
valuable, but third and fourth notices did 
not pay. Mr. Arford said his company 
sends out with each notice of lapse a 
postal card with space for telling the 
reason. This brings many replies which 
are followed up and result in reinstate- 
ments. Mr. Brackett told of his com- 
pany’s new system of having debits in- 
spected. In some cases the inspector has 
found considerable paid to the collector 
and never turned in to the company. 


BE. G. Bobinson’s Views 


E. G. Robinson discussed what the first 
notice of claim should cover and how 
proofs should be handled. His company’s 
first notice calls for specific information 
which will clearly disclose whether it is 
an accident or sickness claim. His com- 
pany does no industrial business. The 
tendency of industrial companies is to 
get away from the old restricted dollar- 
a-month policy and sell better contracts 
under which there is fuller coverage. 

He said people ought to have such 
policies that when they believe they have 
a claim they will get something. Mr. 
Goodman thought if mental attitude is to 
govern, companies will have to issue un- 
limited policies. There was discussion of 
whether the first notice should contain 
the doctor’s report. One member thought 
it better to have that on a separate blank 
so it would not be made out in the claim- 
ant’s presence. One thought the first doc- 
tor’s report should be quite complete so 
that if he afterwards changed his mind 
the company would have full information. 
The opinion seemed to be general that a 
first notice blank should be sent with the 
policy and that with a check in payment 
of claim another blank should be sent on 
ee to report a future claim if one 


Luncheon hour having arrived, the 
meeting adjourned till afternon, but was 
then postponed till evening, as members 
desired to attend an important meeting of 
the executive committee of the Detroit 
Conference.

W. CG. Goodall’s Paper 


At the evening session of the union the 
secretary read an excellent paper received 
by mail from W. C. Goodall, president of 
the Bankers’ Accident of East St. Lovis, 
on “Existing Dangers to Mutual Coni- 
panies.” Most of them, the writer said, 
are not dangers hazarding the existence 
of the company but embarrassments mak- 
ing its operation more difficult. One of 
these is the public’s fear of the word 
“mutual,’ ‘acquired through experience 
with assessment life insurance associa- 
tions whi:h found it necessary to increase 
rates or levy extra assessments. The dif- 
ference in character of the business is 
not understood, the accident companies 
not being subject to increasing claims, 
with increasing age of policyholders. Yet 
as agents do not always understand the 
question and stock company agents some 
times leave false impressions, this causes 
trouble. While some mutual companies 
avoid the question Mr. Goodall favors ex- 
plaining it fully to the agents. The real 
test of solvency is not capital but 
adequate rates to enable the company to 
pay its claims. A real danger arises from 
the attempt to cover too much ground. 

Small Company Should be Cautious 

The smaller the company the less it 
should spread. It costs money to open 
new territory. The agent secured may 
quit, leaving but a handful of business, 
and the attempt to hold that often costs 
more than the business is worth. Terri- 
tory should be developed in widening cir- 
cles from the home office, the good repu- 
tation gained in one field being used in 
getting business in an adjacent one. Lack 
of care in selecting agents is another 
danger resulting in poor selection of risks 
through carelessness, ignorance or dis- 
honesty of the agent. Another danger to 
@ small company is too close adherence 
to policy provisions in handling claims. 
Not being able to make great financial 
showing such a company must depend 
upon its reputation for fair treatment of 
policyholders. The writer evidently does 
not believe in taking advantage of all 
contract provisions where a claim is hon- 
est but there has been a violation of con- 
ditions, such as late notice. A difficulty 
small companies have to meet lies in the 
fact that their business is not large 
enough to warrant division into depart- 
ments, with a separate head for each, 
thus requiring one man to do several 
snes of work and preventing specializa- 
tion. 

This paper was followed by an informal 
talk among those present on a variety of 
topics, including office systems and econ- 
omies, selection of agents and others.

REPORT ON THE BUREAU 
ANTITWISTING CHIEF MEASURE 





Concentrate Efforts On One Bill—De- 
fensive Attitude on Others—Out- 
line of Work 





(Prom a Staff Correspondent) 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Feb. 12—(Spe- 
cial)—The report of the Educational 
Bureau of the Detroit Conference was 
presented at this afternoon’s session 
of the mid-year meeting, which began 
here today. The actual work of the 
bureau began Dec. 15, when Secretary 
F. L. Sward assumed his duties. 
Chairman Curtis, however, attended 
the insurance commissioners’ meeting 
in New York Dec. 2-6, in relation to 
the antitwisting bill. The bill agreed 
upon at that time is independent of the 
commissioners’ bill in regard to twist- 
ing life policies and makes violation 
a misdemeanor instead of a felony, as 
in the life bill. 

Compromise on Responsibility 

A compromise was effected in regard 
to responsibility of the company for 
the acts of its agents, and the guilt 
of the agent was made only prima 
facie evidence of the guilt of the com- 
pany, instead of the company being 
absolutely bound. 


Twenty-one departments have advised 
that the compromise bill will be intro- 
duced in their states as a department 
measure, and three have undertaken to 
secure amendments of existing laws to 
agree with the compromise measure. A 
number of departments have promised 
support if the bill is introduced, but re- 
fused to make it a department measure. 
Efforts are now being made to have it 
introduced in those states. There is a 
very good prospect that it will become 
lew in twenty-five states this year. 

Standard Provisions Bill 

The standard provisions bill, the re- 
port stated, is purely a commissioners’ 
bill and the Detroit Conference has merely 
promised to support it where it is intro- 
duced. So far it has been introduced in 
California, Massachusetts, Michigan, Min- 
 ~ = New Hampshire and North Da- 
ty) 

Two plans for an organization of agents 
have been advanced, the report stated, 
but so far neither has received enou~h 
support to justify going ahead with the 


work. 
Take Defensive Attitude 
In the matter of a legislative cam- 
paign, the committee decided that con- 
structive legislation would only be at- 
tempted in the matter of the antitwisting- 
discrimination bill at this time and that 
all other efforts would be cooperative with 
the insurance commissioners or other 
bureaus, with a defensive campaign 
against injurious measures. No consid- 
eration is being given to workmen’s com- 
pensation measures. 
vast amount of work which the 
bureau can undertake was outlined as 


follows: 
Vast Field for Work 

In legislation: Such as a campaign for 
uniform and not exorbitant cost for agents’ 
licenses, a campaign for the abolition of 
publication laws, South Dakota having 
voluntarily taken the initiative in that re- 
spect; a campaign for the abolition of 
municipal licenses; and many other simi- 
lar campaigns of constructive or cor- 
rective legislation. 

In education: Such as a campaign of 
agency organization; a campaign for the

“Every- 
where In the minds and hearts of men 
of thought and leading there is budding 
into blossom the flower of a brighter 
vision and a larger consciousness. We 
ee to realize with Pope that

that all is one and one is all; that all are 
component parts of this great whole and 
that we cannot therefore injure others 
without injuring ourselves; that we can- 
not steal from others without robbing 
ourselves, nor help others without being 
helped and that ‘he who serves best 
profits most.’ 

“The conference consciousness is only 
a specific and appropriate term employed 
to embrace these sentiments. Defined, it 





is the awareness of our relation to each 
other for our common weal, and the 
awareness of our ethical relation to each 
other in the conduct of our business in 
the field.” 

The unprofitableness of stealing agents 
and other condemned practices was 
pointed out by Mr. McFarland, who also 
saw in service to the public the only 
excuse for the, existence of the business 
and the sure preventive of state insur- 
ance. 





HAWLEY SEES STATE MENACE 
Service to Public Will Forestall State 
Insurance Plan 


H. B. Hawley, president of the Great 
Western Accident of Des Moines, read 
a paper directed to increased harmony 
and cooperation among all the indus- 
trial disability companies. His text 
was “Over the Moutains There Are 
Men Also.” .

HITCHCOCK ON PUBLICITY 


“Association” Is Ineffecti but “Organi- 
sation” Gets Results 


C. I. Hitchcock, editor of the 
Insurance Field, read a paper in which 
was discussed the results accomplished 
by associated effort.

General Publicity Ineffective 

Gentlemen, permit me to say that I do 
not believe you are. And permit, also, a 
digression long enough to say that I am 
not a believer in any wide publicity cam- 
paign as an educational possibility. Edu- 
cation is a great force when you apply 
it inexpensively to a conservation of your 
several individual interests; but the ex- 
penditure of what might appear to you 
an enormous sum of money in —_ at- 
paeam | to turn the tide of public opinion, 
would not be a drop in the bucket. Mil- 
lions would not do it. This statement is 
provable by a simple illustration. For 
years you men have been reading insur- 
ance papers devoted to various branches 
of insurance, yet what do you as casualty 
men know about fire insurance? And 
what does the fire man know about life 
and casualty insurance? We newspaper 
men have abundant opportunity to see 
that they know little about it. 

Education is all right when the reader 
wants to be educated, but to be most 
effective it should contain the selfish note 
by a direct appeal to the pocketbook of 
the individual either for greater benefit 
or lesser cost. Hence, I say that educa- 
tional work is feasible only when applied 
to your individual interests. 

Practical Organization an Entity 

Practical organization, as I see it, is 
an entity whereby certain powers gov- 
erning certain policies are given a force 
and direction for joint benefit. Such an 
organization then omes a living, indi- 
vidual, independent force, composed of 
individuals and utilizing all their force

T. J. TYNE ON WAIVERS 





Qld Principles Shot to Pieces by Courts 
in Insurance Cases 





The riddling of the old principles of 
waiver and estoppel by the courts in 
insurance cases was shown in a careful 
paper by Thomas J. Tyne, attorney of 
the National Life & Accident of Nash- 
ville. Mr. Tyne said in part: 


When I received your invitation to pre- 
pare for this meeting a paper on the doc- 
trine of waiver my first thought was of 
the impossibility of presenting to you 
anything like a well defined and working 
theory of the law of waiver as applied by 
our courts generally to insurance con- 
tracts. Any attempt to do so would be, 
| my opinion, more misleading than ben- 
eficial. 

The terms waiver and estoppel have, in 
the light of a greater number of the au- 
thorities in insurance cases, lost their 
original significance. Waiver, to which 
knowledge of a right, a clear and un- 
equivocal intention to waive and consid- 
eration, were at one time essential, has 
been so merged with the doctrine of 
estoppel that it can now hardly be recog- 
nized, and estoppel, to which the clear 
misleading of an adversary to his actual 
injury in a manner carrying with it the 
implication of fraud, was essential, has 

m so modified in its application to 
such cases that both deception and injury 
are retained as elements of theory rather 
than substance. 

Waiver involves both knowledge and 
intention, whereas estoppel may arise 
where there is no intent to mislead. Es- 
toppel carries with it the implication of 
fraud, while waiver does not. It is essen- 
tial to waiver that a party shall know that 
he has a right benefit or advantage and 
intends to waive such right, benefit or 
advantage. In order to constitute a valid 
waiver the right or advantage must be in 
existence and the intention to waive must 
be manifested in some unequivocal man- 
ner and a waiver alone, free from the ele- 
ments of estoppel, must be supported by 
a consideration. 

These definitions of the law of waiver 
and estoppel and general statement of 
their essential elements and _ respective 
differences have been generally adopted 
by the courts and may be said to be the 
recognized basis of these doctrines. 

But the application of these rules is 
another thing. We have in the United 
States a age mass of conflicting de- 
cisions applying these doctrines, out of 
which it is impossible to draw any certain 
support for an opiaion of the probable 
action of a court on a given state of 
facts which may be urged as constituting 
waiver or estoppel in insurance cases. The 
condition of the law of waiver and oo 
pel as generally applied in such cases is 
Strongly stated by Brannan, J., in Maupin 
vs. ee E Union & National Ins. Co., 53 


- Va. : 

“Upon the subject of the power of 
agents to waive conditions imposing on 
the party unusual duties proper for the 
rotection of the insuring company, there 
8 a world of decisions and ae are a 
wilderness of conflicting cases.” his dis- 
tinguished authority further says that to 
attempt anything like a review of the 
authorities in detail would be only to 
grope and wander” in a “wilderness.” 

This condition of the law is not acci- 
dental, nor is it the result of a lack of 
knowled 


enactment and administration of law. 
think, however, that this remedy of the 
courts is inefficient, like all remedies has- 
tily applied to allay symptoms without 
regard to the fundamental causes of dis- 
ease. Such practice is always harmful, 
even though it results in nothing more

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NEWS OF COMPENSATION 
CITIES TROUBLED OVER LAW 
Michigan Act Bothers State and 


Municipalities More Than Employ- 
ers—Doings in Other States 








The state of Michigan itself and the 
cities within it are having more trouble 
over the compensation law than any 
private employer. The state is con- 
stantly becoming liable for injuries to 
employes and has no fund from which 
to pay compensation. Even the indus- 
trial accident board and the insurance 
pin nebo running afoul the law they 
enforce upon others. 

In Detroit this week, three employes 

killed in a 


the water 
no income except from the water rates, 
which are used for definite purposes fixed 
law, the board cannot pay compensa- 
on. Another member of the city’s legal 
staff has opined that as the city is 
responsible for the water board in a cer- 
tain degree, the city itself must pay the 
compensation. 

Meanwhile, the city is without insur- 
ance, the plan to buy a big line with the 
stock companies, which was broached by 
the aldermen last fall, having been al- 
lowed to lapse. 

To Force Contractors In 

Another amendment scheme has been 
brought forward. R. K. Logan, president 
of the Michigan State Association of 
Builders, wants to force all building con- 
tractors to come under the compensation 
law by enacting that damages for injury 
or death to any workingman engaged in 
the building trades whose employer is not 
under the compensation law shall become 
a lien upon the property. In that 
he says, a party letting a contract woul 
be careful to select only a contractor 
who was under the law. His argument 
was presented to the association of which 
he is the head in his annual report. 


OHIO ACT STILL IN COMMITTEE 

After two public hearings, and after 
innumerable protests from busiess men, 
the Green state insurance bill, intro- 
duced into the Ohio senate, is still in the 
hands of the commit 

Two amendments will probably be 
tacked on at once. One is to replace the 
compulsory contribution to the state in- 
surance fund, by allowing the employer 
to pay the injured workman directly an 
amount fixed by the state liability board 
of awards. T method would allow 
liability companies to compete with the 
state. 


The other amendment would tend to 
strengthen the safeguard thrown about 
the empleyer in the provision that gives 
the employe the right to sue by reason 
of the willful act of the employer or any 
of his agen The employers are insist- 
ing that the reference to the agents be 
eliminated since the employer might or- 
der his ents to install certain safe- 
guards put the agent might not comply 
with the order. 

The Behne bill presented to the Ohio 
legislature, makes iabili companies 
jointly Hable with the employer for in- 
juries and is intended to stop a gap in 
the present. law where an employer be- 
comes insolvent after a judgment is rend- 
ered in favor of an employe. 


THIRD BILL IN IOWA 
A third workmen’s compensation bill 


has been introduced by esentative 
Bruce in Tewa legislature. t embodies 
the suggestions of W. W. Baldwin, vice- 


President of the Burlington Railroad, who 
was a member of the Iowa Employers 
Liability Commission, and who fil a 
minority report when the Lary of that 
commission were worked into a bill which 
Senator Clarkson has now introduced.

The big employers of the state 
have also been rou to action and are 
campaigning for the Foley measure as 
one that is fairer to employes in general 
and the ultimate consumer than any other 
act proposed. The labor law provides for 
a state fund that would monopolize the 
spuinese of compensation insurance and 
shut out competition and charge the care- 
ful and careless employer in the various 
trades alike. It is also pointed out that 
in case catastrophe any state fund 
would be insufficient. 


STATE INSURANCE IN MINNESOTA 

After a committee from the senate has 
worked for the eater part of a year, 
off and on, drafting a workmen’s com- 
pensation code, there is a possibility that 
the measure may be rejected and a state 
insurance bill enacted in Minnesota. 

The state federation of labor is urgently 
clamoring for state insurance in prefer- 
ence to a workmen’s compensation code. 

. Bw cEwen, secretary-treasurer, has 
appeared before the Tegislative committees 
on several occasions and urged it. 


WISCONSIN BATE RULE 

A new rating rule for Wisconsin, which 
will tend to put more risks under the 
compensation act, has been promulgated. 
The resolution states that all employers’ 
liability risks written at old manual rates 
and not specially rated shall be in- 
creased to the new manual rates of Feb. 
1, and shall not be treated as special 
rates. Workmen’s compensation risks 
may be specfally rated. 


SWIFT’S COMPENSATION PLAN 
Big Packers Establishing Fund for Use 


in States Having No Com- 
pensation Acts 








Swift & Co. the Chicago packers, 
this month put into operation a work- 
men’s compensation scheme of their 
own. Through this fund they will pay 
compensation according to law in 
states which have workmen’s compen- 
sation acts. In other states they will 
pay on a scale set forth in the plan, 
which is under the administration of 
W. L. Mallory, manager of the com- 

any’s casualty department. The fol- 
owing is an abridged statement of the 
benefits: 


Payment will be made only for occupa- 
tional accidents which totally disable the 
workman. No payment for the first two 
weeks of ility. Payment for not 
more than fifty-two weeks exclusive of 
the first two. The company’s surgeon will 
determine whether the injured workman 
is totally disabled or not. Injured em- 
Pployes will be given surgical and hos- 
pital treatment ordered by the company’s 
surgeon in hospitals approved by the 
manager, but the company will not be 
liable for medical and hospital bills in- 
curred without the manager’s approval. 
The company will furnish artificial limbs, 
the cost to be approved by the manager. 
To obtain payments injured employes 
must obey the directions of the company’s 
surgeon. The company will not pay com- 
pensation if suit is brought against it, 
nor will it deal with attorneys but only 
with the injured employe or a member 
of his family and every employe accept- 
ing compensation must sign a release. 
No compensation will be paid for injuries 
caused or contributed to by intoxication. 

The terms of compensation for tempo- 
rary total disability are as follows: For 
single men, five years or less in the com- 
pany’s service, 40 percent of wages; for 
each additional year of service over five, 
2 percent additional over 40 percent, but 
in no case over $1.50 per day. For mar- 
ried men living with their families, five 
years or less in service, 50 percent, with 
2 percent extra for each year over five, 
but in no case over $2 a day. In case of 
Permanent total disability, the manager 
will determine the amount of compen- 
sation, endeavor to make it conform 
somewhat closely to this scale: For loss 
of a hand, 18 months’ wages; of an arm, 
24 months; of a foot, 12 months; of a leg, 
18 months; of an eye, 6 months. In no 
case more than $1,500.

STIR OVER GEORGIA RESERVE 


Law May Hold Fifty Percent of In- 
dustrial Disability Premiums for 


Year Unearned 

Accident and health companies writ- 
ing dollar-a-month business in Georgia 
were startled recently by a rumor that 
the Georgia department was going to 
require every company writing this 
class of business to maintain a premium 
reserve of 50 percent of its annual re- 
ceipts. An investigation developed 
the fact that such a ruling has not yet 
been made, although the matter is 
under consideration. 

In the recent examination of a 
Georgia company, the examiner set 
aside a 50 percent reserve on all busi- 
ness, that written on the monthly pay- 
ment plan as well as the business of 
the commercial branch. The report of 
the examiner has been temporarily set 
aside pending the adjustment of several 
important matters affecting large in- 
terests, but no 1913 licenses to casualty 
companies writing this class of busi- 











ness in Georgia will be issued until 
the Georgia law governing reserves for 
casualty companies is fully considered. 
It is possible the department will rule 
that dollar-a-month policies are annual 
contracts written on the monthly in- 
stallment basis and require a premium 
reserve of 50 percent on all policies 
in force on the last day of the year.

Parcel Post Insurance Rates 

To fit the parcel post business the 
Hartford has revised its mail package 
rates and policies. On merchandise 
sent by parcel post the rates, especially 
for insurance amounting to less than 
$50, are much lower than those charged 
by the government. The policy guar- 
antees safe delivery of each package 
for which a certificate is issued, and 
in case of loss of package or contents 
by fire, theft or from any cause what- 
ever, amounts attach as follows: 

Parcel Post: $10 or less, 2% cent cer- 
tificate; $25, 5 cents in certificates; $50, 
10 cents in certificates.

JANUARY FIRE LOSS 

The losses by fire in the United States 
and Canada during the month of January, 
as compiled from the records of the Jour- 
nal of Commerce and Commercial Bulle- 
tin, aggregated $20,193,250, as compared 
with $35,653,150 in January last year. The 
following table gives a comparison of the 
fire losses for January this year, with 
those of the same month in 1912 and 1911:

“It will be noticed that there is a 
heavy reduction in comparison with the 
total for January, 1912. During that 
month the Equitable building and the 
Terminal Warehouse fires occurred; also 
sizable losses at Newark, N. J., and Hous- 
ton, Tex. The climatic conditions were 
very favorable during January, there be- 
ing but little very cold weather, and to 
this state of affairs much of the saving 
in loss is attributable.”
